singeo,  a  real  estate  dealer  tor  sev- 
eral yeSurs  classed  amoiqr  the  first  of 

Chicago's  prosperous  and  reputable 
business  men,  confessed  to  having 
obtained  through  forged  deeds  and 
notes  more  than  1700.000.  and  a  few 
hours  after  his  arrest,  on  his  own  ur- 
gent appeal  to  be  punished,  was  sen- 
tenced to  the  penitentiary.  The  ai^ 
rest,  the  indictment,  the  oonfesBlon 
and  the  sentence  were  the  work  of 
less  than  four  hours.  Taken  in  the 
midst  of  business  from  his  office 
desk,  Van  Vlisslngen.  a  venerable 
looking  man,  appeared  before  the 
court  and  in  fo;irs  confessed  that  for 
from  18  to  20  years  he  had  been  se- 
curing money  through  the  sale  '  of 
forged  documents,  and  that  though 
he  had  bought  back  many  of  these 
spurious  instruments  without  detec- 
tion, at  least  25  people  would  lose  an 
acgregate  of  more  than  $760,000 
through  th«  papisr  which  he  has  hot 
yet  redeamed.  In  forging  noteis,  he 
dedared,  he  had  perfected  an  unique 
derlee.  This  consisted  <rf  a  plate 
glass  desktop,  so  arranged  that  by 
an  electric  light  thrown  up  from  be- 
neath he  could  readily  trace  from 
originals  forged  signatures  onto 
worthless  paper.  Throughout  his  ar- 
rest and  sentence  the  prisoner  made 
no  effort  to  defend  himself,  but  only 
asked  that  his  punishment  be  speedy. 
Asked  If  he  had  anything  to  say  be>F 
fore  sentence  was  imposed.  Van  VU*- 
■fngen,  bowing  his  head,  raplicid. 
"Otikf  that  I  be  glTen  .my  pudshment 
once.**  His  term  ht  the  peniten- 
ttaryi  wm  fixed  as  indeterminate, 
tram,  om  to  fourteen  years. 

Van  Vlfssengen.  who  is  about  45 
years  old,  was  married  Feb.  4,  1907, 
to  Mrs.  Jesse  Roosevelt  Blend,  who 
was  desciibed  at  the  time  as  a  dis- 
tant relative  of  President  Roosevelt. 
The  bride  was  a  daughter  of  Wilton 
C.  Blend.  Van  Vlissingen  had  been 
a  bachelor,  living  at  the  CatumtLH 
club.  He  waa  known  ^aa  hiiiyr  of  a 
philanthropic  disposition,  giving  spe- 
cial attention  to  tho  welfare  of  boys. 

The  specific  diarge  which  le^  up 
to  the  spieiCacnIdr  arrest  oi  Van  Vlla- 
stngMi  waa  made  by  tw»  men  who 
had  iKmght  forged  mortgage  notes. 
They  are  T  J.  Lefens  and  William 
C.  Seipp.  who  have  offices  in  the 
same  building  as  that  occupied  by 
Van  VHssin;::en.  To  the  notes  for 
$4, GOO  iu'!d  ly  them  were  signed  the 
names  of  .loscjih  and  Bertha  Gross- 
man. As  was  customary.  Van  Vlis- 
singen copied  the  forged  pai)ers  from 
the  originals,  which  he  disppsed  of 
to  other  buyers.  Lefens  and  Seipp 
said-.th^  first  became  anaplelo^  <rf 
tke  Bote  last  Saturdag.

Chinese  have  been  so  accustomed  tO 
look  on  the  dowager  as  the  one  pcfw 
•on  dOBlhatlng  aU.  that  the  an- 
nouncement of  her  death  caused  but 
little  change  in  their  unemotional  par 
turea  and  casy(.go!ng  ways  dulriiig; 
the  early  hours  of  the  ceremonies 
attending  her  passing,  but  now  tl\gre 
has  come  a  marked  change.  Warn 
Chun,  the  regent  ci  the  empire,  la 
fear  of  increasing  excitement  and 
revolutionary  movements,  has  taken  ^ 
a  firm  grip  on  affairs  and  has  adopt* 
ed  stringent  measures  that  will  re- 
sult in  the  maintensmce  of  peace  for 
a  time  at  least. 

Five  thousand  gendarmes  guard 
the  streets  and  other  military  forcea 
are  held  in  readiness  for  any  event> 
uality.  Every  precaution  was  tak^ 
to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  the  raiv- 
olutionary  tactics  of  laat  Aprfl  tail 
May,  which,  were  .  Aiarked'by  wM^i 
spread  faBotndiariam.^  The  Ibreign 
gaUona  are  «nder  gnard,  special  dff> 
tftchmentr-cf  Chteeve  troops  keephiff 
watch  at  thy  approaehili,  and  in 
some  cases  the  -regular  legatloa 
guard  was  augmented  by  rcMoN^ 
ments  from  other  places. 

There  were  many  occurrences  t9 
add  to  the  sinister  aspect  of  affairs. 
Rumors  were  current  for  a  time  that 
the  new  dowager,  Yehonala,  and  Yu- 
man  Shi  Kai,  the  grand  counsellor 
and  one  of  the  most  powerful  men  to 
the  empire,  -bad  committed  toiciitak 
Though  there  was  no  tmOi  to  tlfif 
reports,  they  went  far  Ibward  din> 
turbing  the  people  and  fiicalliii[ 
alarm  anfangst  Chinese  and'  foreign' 
ers  alike,  who  realize  how  delicate 
the  political  balance  is  at  the  present 
moment. 

Serious  runs  on  banks  occurred 
and  tour  native  banks  closed.  The 
crowds  were  wild  with  excitement 
and  toward  the  close  of  the  day  the 
police  intervened  and  drove  them 
back.  One  foreign  bank,  the  Yoko* 
hama  Specie  bank,  suffered  a  big  run 
on  its  Tientsin  notes,  j}ut  the  British, 
Russian  and  German  banks  were  aot 
affected.  It  la  probable  Umt  a  n«»- 
ber  of  pther  native  banka  -m^  be 
closed,  and  it  aS  believed  '  that . 
govemmoit  win  step  in  in  an  ea* 
deavor  to  stop  the  financial  panie 
among  the  poorer  classes. 

As  yet  the  cause  of  death  in  the 
case  of  the  emperor  and  dowager  em- 
press has  not  been  made  public.  A 
number  of  lengthy  rei)orts  have  been 
written  with  reference  to  this,  _  but 
they  are  unintelligible  to  the  foreign- 
ers here,  who  have  not  yet  recoyered 
from  'the  shock  of  the  susidckn  oC 
foul  play,  which  waa  widespread. 

There  la  no  reasonable  evidence, 
however,  to  show  that  death  in  etthw 
case  was  the  result  of  anything  oth- 
er than  ni^ural  causes.  The  emper- 
or had  been  ailing  for  a  long  titoe 
and  had  been  in  feeble  health  during 
the  latter  half  of  his  lii'.'.  The  dow- 
ager empres".  had  carried  burdens  of 
state  for  many  years,  and  in  the  last 
few  months  had  shOWtt  signs  of  dC> 
dining  health.

Of  the  civilization  which  the  Iron  horse 
carries  into  pioneer  sections.  Most  rail- 
way stations  are  weedy  and  most  de- 
pots have  their  quota  of  loafers.  Some 
oC  the  eastern  roads  years  ago  planned 
polky  of  lm|wov«nent  for 
depots,  and  jieeuswaid,  apoatlng 
and  sbrabbsty  and  flowors 
..onament  tiie  raOway  groando  and  re- 
flkeah  the  eyes  of  the  wmrj  tfOT^der. 
And,  moreover,  many  railways  poet 
conspicuous  signs  warning  loafers  off 
railway  grounds  and  property.  We 
would  not  want  to  say  that  the  depot 
loafer  and  the  weedy  sidetrack  are 
more  common  in  the  south  than  in  the 
north.  We  have  observed  them  from 
Maine  to  Texas  ami  from  Washington 
to  Florida. 

fHnce  the  problem  is  known  to  be 
Keneral  rather  than  local  to  any  one 
Mcdim,  its  treatment  most  be  on  gen- 
onU  Unes.  Many  roada  make  an  ear- 
Bsst  elfort  to  keep  the  weeds  mowed 
olonif  thetr  right  of  way.  Bat  over 
voot  stretches  of  country  weeds  ran 
Hot  around  railroad  grounds  and 
switches  and  stockyards,  with  little 
or  no  attempt  to  suppress  the  nuisance. 

It  Is  foiiiparati\ *'!y  easy  for  the 
roads  to  ketp  loafers  off  their  frrounds. 
An  imperative  order  to  the  station 
master  to  keep  the  premises  free  frotn 
loungers,  foilov.ed  by  ^isits  of  an  in- 
ygpector,  will  qoickly  cure  that  evil,  but 
U  will  not  bring  the  muscle  of  the 
loafer  tn  c<mtact  with  the  weeds.  The 
conrersldn  of  tbe  idler  taito  a  astful 
productive  member  of  the  community 
is  a  problem  which  has  commanded 
the  earnest  attention  of  political  econo- 
mists, sociologists  and  philanthropists, 
and  yet  there  are  thousands  who  in 
some  way  manage  to  eat  bread  with- 
out sweatinsr.  Such  loafers  oould.  in- 
deed, retieem  themselves  somewhat  in 
the  estimation  of  their  neighbors  if 
they  would  set  for  themselves  the  com- 
mendal>le  task  of  cutting  the  weeds  in

POPULAR  ABROAD.  ' 


DfMtlng  for  Them  May  Prove  Novel- 
tlM  to  American  Mixers  —  A 
Favorite  Dish  with  the  Gmr- 
mans — Lobster,  Cheese. 


Ifanj  delioions  salads  made  on  the 
WBtlwwt  are  anknowii  bere,  and  the 
dressings  for  tLem 
win  prore  n<nrel 
Indeed  to  many 
American  mixers 
of  these  delica- 
cies. In  Italy,  for 
example,  ihe  fa- 
vorite siilad  iiiix- 
tui-e  is  made  of 
the  minced  white 
meat  of  roast  chicken  pounded  in  a 
mortar  with  soft  boiled  onions,  cauli- 
flower, beet  root,  celery  and  French 
befms. 

Thrs  rorms  a  puree,  whi<di  Is  then 
carefully  seasoned  to  taste  with  oil. 
vinegar,  black  pepper  and  salt  The 
salad  ingredients,  having  been  tossed 
in  oil.  are  shining  with  it,  being  al- 
ready in  the  salad  bowl,  the  puree 
Just  described  Is  poured  over  them. 

Favorite  German  Salad  — In  Ger 
many  two  favorite  salads  are 
known  as  kartoCfelsalat  and  tht> 
herringsalat.  For  the  former  boiled 
potatoes  are  sliced;  then  a  dress- 
ing is  made  of  the  finest 
oil  vinegar,  milk,  pepper  and  salt, 
young  leeks  or  onions  minced  fine  be- 
ing added  to  It.  Half  of  this  com- 
pound Is  poured  over  the  potatoes  in 
the  bowl,  whi<di  Is  then  shaken  vlg- 
orooaly  until  every  bit  of  the  potatoes 
is  coated.  The  minced  gherkins,  ol- 
ives and  capers,  with  &  very  little 
sugar,  are  added  to  the  other  half 
of  the  dressing,  and  this  in  turn  to 
the  salad.  To  make  the  herring  salad 
smoked  herrings  are  soaked  over 
night  in  milk  and  the  next  day  the 
skin  and  bones  are  removed  and  the 
fish  is  cut  Into  small  strips.  The 
requisite  number  of  potato<>s  are  then 
bc^ed  in  their  skins,  and  when  fairly 
■oft  the  skins  are  taken  <^  and  tlie 
potatoes  sliced.  A  Utile  eoM  roast 
Ttal  to  flkoMMd.  wtm  a  tow  glim  kins, 
beetroot,  sour  applea,  a  root  of  eriery. 
a  llttio  minced  ham  and  a  few  small 
oatona,  and  these,  with  capers,  salt 
and  pepper,  are  added  to  the  salad 
In  the  bowl.  The  di  wint  or  saoce  te 
then  prepared. 

^  Dutch  Salad. — The  Dutch  prepare  a 
very  appetizing  lobster  and  cheese  sal- 
ad. To  make  this  chopped  lettuce 
tossed  in  oil  is  combined  with  the 
baked  lobster  and  a  little  vinegar  and 
plenty  of  grated  cheese  is  spread  over 
tio  tap.  . 


Sulphur  Preserves  Fruit. 
Peel  peaches,  cut  in  halves  and  re- 
move seeds;  arrange  in  wooden  tub. 
leaving  a  hole  in  center  for  vessel  that 
is  to  contain  the  sulphur.  If  four 
gallons  of  fruit  is  desired  pare  oaooi^ 
fruit  for  six  gallons,  as  this  allows  for 
Arlnkage.  When  fruit  is  in  tub  place 
sulphur,  at  the  rate  of  one  teaspoon- 
ful  to  each  gallon  of  fruit  used.  In 
vessel  in  center  of  tub,  ignite  it,  and 
cover  whole  tub  closely  for  four  hours. 
Remove  fruit  and  place  in  stone  jars; 
cover  wiih  a  cloth.  Fruit  preserved 
In  this  way  keeps  fine  all  winter  and 
tastes  like  fresh  fruit,  -\pplos.  pears, 
or  tomatoes  are  delicious  prepared 
ma  war. 


Poached  Eggs  and  Macaroni. 
Break  some  macaroni  into  inch 
pieces,  rinse  it  wdl;  put  two  ounce;- 
of  butter  into  a  fireproof  dish,  put  the 
macaroni  in  and  pour  enough  milk 
over  It  to  cover  it  thoroughly,  stirring 
It  now  and  then.  When  it  is  nearly 
cookod  take  it  out  and  put  it  intc 
another  dish,  flavoring  it  wen  with 
pepper  and  salt,  and  pour  over  it  hali 
a  pint  of  good  brown  gravy;  then  put 
it  back  in  the  oven  again  and  leave 
It  till  cooked.  When  ready  lay  somt 
poached  eggs  on  it,  sprinkle  well  with 
grated  cheese  and  serve. 

Quick  But  GoOd  Lemon  Pie. 

Crust  as  for  any  lemon  pie.  Rca 
the  yolks  of  four  eggs  with  nine  tabl< 
spoonfuls  of  sugar,  add  two  teaspoon 
fuls  melted  butter,  a  half  tumbler  oi 
milk  and  the  grated  rind  and  juice  of 
three  lemons.  Pour  in  crust,  will: 
a  sprinkle  of  flour  over  the  top,  and 
teke  welL  Beat  the  whites  of  ttiv 
four  eggs  with  four  tablespoonfuls  of 
«ngar  and  spread  on  top  and  brown 
jdiilitly.  ^  VeoT  fine. 

'    "Nothing  Fussy*  Pudding. 

One  cupful  of  sugar,  one  cupful  of 
lukewarm  water,  whites  of  three 
.^rgg;  dissolve  two  tablespoonftals  of 

gelatine  in  warm  water;  mix  all  In 

j;redients  together  and  beat  until  stiff: 
then  add  one  can  of  grated  pineapple 
and  color  with  ext ract  of  roao.  Serve 
"With  whipped  cream. 

Vinegar  in  Frosting. 

A  teaspoonful  of  vinegar  beaten  intc 
iKrtled  frosting  when  the  flavoring  is 
4tdded  will  keep  it  from  being  britth^ 
and  breaking  when  cut,  and  it  will  be 
as  moist  in  a  week  as  the  day  it  was 
made.  Also  a  teaspoonful  of  vinegar 
added  to  each  i^nt  of  bome^nade  sirup 
wiU  prevent  it  from  candying. 


Oyster  Cocktail  Sauce. 
Into  one  tablespoonful  of  tomato 
catsup  stir  the  following:  One-haK 
tablespoonful  each  horse  radish. 
Worcestershire  sauce,  mustard,  vine- 
gar; one  tablespoonful  of-lemon  Juice, 
quarter  teaspoonful  tobasco  sauce  or 
red  pepper  and  salt    Servo  cold.

If  riBSIMUIT  VAN  USE 


1  he  ideal  relation  between  faculty  and 
students  'should  be  that  of  comrades  work- 
iiitr  toLTcther  for  a  tonimou  purpose — older 
and  y()un«ror  comrades,  it  is  true,  each  with 
their  own  privileges,  but  still  comrades. 

The  mutual  sentiments  ^at  students 
and  faculty  should  be  those  of  warm  cor- 
diality. I  hope  that  within  this  university 
the  relaticm  of  elder  and  yoimger  comrades 
which  already  exists  between  many  profes- 
sors and  students  may  become  universal. 

At  various  times  there  has  been  more 
or  less  antagonism  between  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  students  and  the  faculty. 
When  one  investigates  the  causes  of  this  antagonism,  he  usually  finds 
that  it  has  grown  up  m  connection  with  misunderstandings  and  differences 
of  opinion  upon  matters  which  are  accessory  to  the  real  purposes  of  the 
university,  such  as  athletics  and  society  affairs.  As  is  often  the  case,  lack 
of  harmony  with  reference  to  minor  things  has  1^  to  partial  estraugenicnt 
in  major  things.  The  students  are  young  men  «nd  women — young,  ithere- 
forc  thoughtless  and  careless,  frequently  headstrong.  They  are  young, 
and  tliey  have  not  yet  been  sobered  by  responsibility,  and  seasoned  bv  ex- 
perience; but  they  are  goierous,  enthusiastic,  likable  and  hopeful  with 
the  faith  of  youth.  With  few  exceptions  tiiey  intend  to  do  the  ri^^t  t^ng 
if  they  know  what  the  right  thing  is. 

It  is  the  duiy  of  the  faculty  to  point  the  way  to  the  students  with 
calm  reasonableness.  Never  yet  have  I  known  a  body  of  representative 
students  who  failed  to  give  fair  weight  to  the  ideas  presented  to  them  if 
presented  for  their  consideration  with  the  appeal  to  do  the  thing  that  is 
for  the  best  interests  of  themselvefl^  the  university  and  the  state.

PORTERS  SUOJECT 


There  Were  Thirty-two  Additions  al 
First  Baptist  Churdi 


There  were  thirty-two  additions 
at  the  First  Baptist  Church  Monday 
ni^t  J.  W.  Pcflrter,  of  Lexington, 
preached  again  to  a  crowded  house 
on  "The  Fool."  The  revival  ser- 
vices will  be  held  every  night  this 
week.  Dr.  Porter  took  for  his  text : 
"Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  soul  shall 
be  required  of  thee."    Lk.  12:20. 

Dr.  Porter  said  in  paH:  There  is 
a  vast  distinction,  betweeii  knowledp-e 
and  wisdom.  A  man  may  be  very 
knowing,  and  yet  very  unwise.  Wis- 
dom is  ^knowledge  rightly  appUed. 
The  greatest  fool  in  this  world,  is 
the  one  who  says  there  is  no  God. 
To  the  fool,  of  the  Old  Testament, 
who  said  in  his  heart,  that  there  was 
no  God,  God  looked  down  from  be- 
hind the  everlasting  stars,  and  said, 
"fool,"  and  passed  on  The  fool  is 
always  a  failure,  and  if  not  count- 
ed so  iMre.  will  be  hereafter. 

The  First  Element 
The  first  element  of  this  man'-i 
folly  was  leaving  God  out  of  his  cal- 
culations. In  his  scheme  of  life  he 
found  no  place  for  God.  God  is  the 
chief  factor  in  the  pi-ohlem  of  life.

PmSECUTED  FOR  HOWaOE. 


A  Bull  That  Killed  a  Man  Found 
Quilty,  Sentenced  to  Death  and  Exe- 
•vUd— Fat*  of  •  Ctk  That  Wat 
€har««d  With  HavlMi  Laii  an  Egg 

Among  the  many  curious  customs  of 
the  past  U  recorded  a  singular  feature 
of  the  jurisprudence  of  the  middle 
ages,  wben.i^imals  were  indicted  to 
injuries  inflicted  upon  human  t)elnRs 
The  cnstom  was  not  aboliaJbied  ii 
Franca  nnttl  tba  .mlddte  of  the-  elffb' 
•mtt  eentbry,  and  the  Frcadi  court 
raeovda  abow  tllat  at  teaat  ainety-two 
tftals  took  iilaoa  between  1120  and 
1741. 

There  is  some  Biblical  precedent  for 
these  proceedings,  for  in  the  twenty- 
first  chapter  of  Exodus  one  finds,  "If 
an  ox  gore  a  man  or  a  woman  that 
they  die,  then  the  ox  shall  be  stoned 
and  his  flesh  shall  not  be  eaten." 

An  early  instance  of  the  cqstom  was 
In  1314,  when  a  bull  escaped  from  a 
farmyard  in  a  village  in  Prance  in  tho 
duchy  of  Valois  and  gored  a  man  to 
death.  The  Count  of  Valois,  being  In 
formed  ot  tlie  caae.  directed  that  the 
ball  be  captured' and  formaUj  prose 
cntid  for  hMnlcide   Tbia  waa  done, 
and  evideace  waa  g\yvn  bj  persons 
wbo  bad  aeen  tbe  man  attacked  and 
killed.    The  bull  was  thereupon  sen 
tenced  to  suffer  death,  which  was  in 
flicted  by  strangulation,  after  whicb 
the  carcass  was   suspended  from  a 
tree  by  tbe  hind  legs. 

In  1386  a  sow  was  executed  in  ihv 
aquare  of  Falaise  for  having  causeil 
^|be  death  of  a  child,  and  three  year;* 
^^^ter  a  horse  was  condemned  to  death 
EHJon  for  having  killed  a  man^  In 
^n467  a  sow  and  ber  aiz  yonas  ones 
w«r»  tried  at  LaTvgny  on  tba  cbarce 
•f  harinf  ktllad  and  parttaOy  aatao  a 
fMUt.    Tba  aaw  was  eonvleted  and 
condemned  ta  (laarti.  >nt  tbe  tittle  ones 
wen  aeqntttad  on  tbe  ironad  of  tbeir 
mreni  jontb  and  inexperience,  the 
bad  example  of  their  mother  and  thr 
absence  of  direct  evidence  of  tboii 
bavtaig  partaken  of  the  atrocious  feast 

One  of  the  most  grotesque  of  the^)- 
trials  took  place  in  Basel  when  r 
farmyard  cock  was  tried  on  the  ab 
aurd  charge  of  having  laid  an  egg.  It 
was  contended  In  support  of  tbe  prose 
cution  that  eggs  laid  by  cocka  were  of 
Ineatlwiwble  wortb  for  nae  In  certain 
Magical  prepantloni^  tbat  a  aorcerer 
-  wiaold  ratbar  paaaew  a  cocl^  an  tban 
^tHr  <f  Hfc  fi^  tb^  jbwan  am 
"fiofii^  ^■•jlftin*'*bi^'^iil*^WWir- "*<i«a. 
trma  wblch  proceeded  winced  aerpeut^ 
moat  dangerous  to  mankind. 

The  prisoner's  advocate  ndmltted  th" 
facts  of  the  case,  but  contended  thai 
no  evil  Intention  had  been  proved  and 
that  no  evil  resnlt  had  taken  pin'-'' 
Besides,  the  laying  of  an  egg  was  ni' 
involuntary  act  and  as  such  W9«  rn» 
punishable  by  law;  also  tbero  wan  no 
record  of  the  devil  having  made  a  com 
pact  with  an  animal  The  public  pro<5 
ecutor  stated  in  reply  tbat  tbe  evil  on»> 
aometiraea  entered  Into  animals,  as  In 
the  caae  of  tbe  swine  wblch  drowned 
themselvea  in  tbe  sea  of  GalOee 

So  the  poor  creatnre  was  convtctpd 
not  as  a  cock,  but  aa  a  sof^erer  or  per 
haps  t!»e  devil  In  the  forrr  of  a  coc' 
whereupon  the  bird  and  the  effg  tlin; 
was  nttributed  to  It  were  aolemnlr 
burned  at  the  stake. 

Even  strnnser  tlinn  this  wer<*  th*» 
proceedin;;s  institurod  in  144.')  and  14ST 
against  certain  beetles  which  had  made 
havoc  In  the  vineyards  of  St.  Juliau 
Advocatea  were  named  on  )>ehair  of 
the  vine  growers  and  tbe  beetles  re- 
spectively, but  by  a  ainguter  colncl 
dence  tlie  Insects  disappeared  when 
cited  to  answer  for  tbe  miachief  tbey 
had  done,  and  tbe  proceedings  were  lu 
consequence  abandoned. 

That  was  In  1445.  In  1487.  how 
ever,  they  reappeared,  and  a  complaint 
Vas  thereupon  ad'lresscd  to  the  vic  ir 
■  general  of  the  bishop  of  Maurlenn-^ 
who  named  n  juilirc  aiid  also  an  advo 
cate  to  represent  the  beetles.  A  con; 
promise  was  finally  af^reed  upon 
wherein  the  vine  growers  consented  to 
cede  the  beetles  certain  fields  to  tbeir 
exclusive  use.  Some  time  after  the 
beetles,  through  their  attorney,  pro- 
tested that  there  was  a  right  of  way 
through  tbe^  fields  whlcb  would  be 
to  their  detriment.  Consequently  the 
case  had  to  begin  again,  but  how  it 
ended  is  not  known,  owing  to  the  muti- 
lation of  the  records  — F.  C.  Evans  lu 
New  York  Pest.

These  were  the  eases  that  were 
hroujrht  throuiih  Prof.  H.  K.  Taylor, 
President  of  Kentucky  Wesleyan  Col- 
lege who  had  a  young  man  by  the 
name  of  Green  who  is  a  minor  and  a 
student  at  the  college  to  purchase 
the  liquor  and  «^^ve  it  to  him  for  the 
puvpo.se  of  iiuiictiug  t  he  sa  hiou  men  and 
showing  them  up  as  seliin-r  to  minors. 

The  cases  were  orijriually  set  for 
trial  last  Monday  niirht  hut  oidy  one 
of  them  were  tried,  t!iat  ii^Minst  J. 
W.  Porter.  At  this  trial.  Green  tes- 
tified that  he  did  not  buy  the  li(|uor 
from  Mr.  Porter  who  is  the  propri- 
etor of  the  place  and  could  not  iden- 
fify  either  of  his  ha rten.i.  :s  as  the 
one  wlio  soUl  to  him.  The  <iuestion 
!lu'ii  come  up  as  to  whether  the  prin- 
I'ipal  was  responsible  for  the  acts 
of  his  agents.  And  the  court  held 
tlirt  he  was  not;  a>  the  hoy  had  tes- 
tihed  po.sitively  thai  he  ditl  not  buy 
from  Mr.  Porter,  the  ease  was  dis- 
missed. 

ExpressMi  Surprise. 

Tiie  attorneys  for  the  prosecution 
expie>;-ed  great  surphse  at  the 
couit's  decision  and  asked  for  a 
week's  time  to  look  up  some  author-

This  tfie  attorneys  for  the 
defense  (djjecteu  to  and  the  court 
wiio  liad  infoimation  tlial  CJreen  was 
in  town,  sent  an  otlicer  to  the  Na- 
varre Cafe  and  he  found  Cireeu  play- 
ing ])ool.  He  was  brought*  to  court 
aud  the  trials  i)roceeded.

In  eaily  lite, 
Mr.  Burrius  engafced  in  stock  trad- 
ing. £ifty  years  a^^o,  hb  located  at 
Buftelo,  where  he  established  stock 
yards.  He  is  the  senior  member  of 
the  fiiBH,  Barrios,  Hane&.&  Com- 
pany; and  is  a  director  in  the  Onion 
Stock  Yards  Bank  of  Buffalo. 

The  last  visit  of  Mr.  Borrina  to 
Kentncky  was  id  1902.  It  is  a  mat- 
ter of  intense  interest  to  hear  bim 
tell  of  the  eaily  days  in  his  Old 
KentiK^y  Home. 

Mr.  Burrius  was  initiated  into 
Winchester  Lodge,  No.  20,  F.  A.  M. 
the  ftrarth  Monday  in  Mareh,  1851. 
So  far  as  known,  Mr.  Buirins  ia  the 
oldest  Mason  in  the  woild.
